He 
described' a great man;, of the mus- 
cles and some of his nomenclature 
is stil] preserved. His great ooiitiibu- 
tation i.- the making of accurate ob- 
servations and rectifying many of the 
mistake.-; ol the older writers. 

J'roni Galen's: time until about the 
XTV Century very little dissection was I' 
clone; Anatomy was taught in didac- 
tic lectures based on Galea's works. 
Tli< return to tin; true source of an- 
atomical knowledge through dissec- 
tion Was commenced in Italy through 
tli,. teachings of Mundino and his 
groat pupil A.chll|lni. The last anatom- 
ist mentioned was Berenger o-t Carpi 
who lived early j n the XVi Century 
and who dissected, it is said, ovor a 
huudnxl - bodies. 

John Hunter w-hq lived l72SrJ792 
was one of the men responsable for 
putting surgery on a scientific basis 
iind i's divorce from its erstwhile 
spouse harboring.. Tlx divorce- was 
completed when il"- Royal College of 
Surgeons was formed when (lie sur- 
gfon |cft tin- l'ni'-d «'ompany of Bar- 
ber.s and Surgeons. Ai the beginning 
of Hunter's career surgery was at its 
lowest ebb and was ''sterile, and 
strongly scented with 'he odour of 
tin- barber shop." (This sort of steril- 
ity has no i-OKomblcnce Id asepsis) 

.John Hunter raised surgery from 
a mere empirical method of treat- 
ment and platted it upon a scientific 
foundation firmly grounded in an-a-t- 
omy- physiology and pathology. Hun- 
ter had a passion for scientific work. 
He made un (enormous cellectioii of

the Old World with marvelous 
rapidity, and Is still tbc dominant 
creed of a large portion or mankind" 
Miss Nichol told of the legends 
concerning Buddha's birth, of his 
peculiar physical advantages and oi 
his early secluded -life before he had 
entered the. world. When he ultlm 
alei.v decided on his mission he sub 
je-cted himself to a preparation which 
wan arduous 'in the extreme. here 
Miss Nichol read picturesque and 
illustrative passages from the native 
t raditlniis, . 
I In dealing with the doctrines ol 
lllldd ha gotania the speaker Invited 
only of Ihc pure and undeflled leach- 
ing, that Is of the Harllost Buddhism 
Tim elements of Buddha's Icnchirig. 
which is largely nf oral tradition 
seem simple and elementary said 
Misa Nichol t| noted "for tho foui 
noble truths ileal solely with pain 
and suffering, thmv in no mention 
of God or l hn Soul, not a word about 
Hudillia or Buddhism, flu I Hie simple 
words are pregnant with meaning 
"and haw hern enlarged upon by 
the disciples of lludttllii.
